In Ha mlin Ya rds 


About 21 y ears ago, when carpen­ 
ters or some persons were about the 
building of the B. Middleton resi­ 
dence, 
evidently 
some 
one ate a 
Delicious apple. Any way , in time a 
twig came up in a flower bed. It had 
a hard time getting recognized as 
an apple twig. . .it was cut back, 
mashed over, cuffed about and final­ 
ly was discovered to be an ‘‘Apple 
Tree.” So the story goes, in about 
ten y ears, it produced a few beauti­ 
ful Delicious apples right there by 
the front porch. Then a few y ears 
ago it produced several bushels. 
This Mo nda y morning, Mrs. 
Mid­ 
lo ca tio n ha d 
been 
bo ug ht o utrig ht j dleto n bro ug ht to the Hera ld o ffice 
and has had considerable improve­ 
ments made. The property was ac­ 
quired in this manner: There had 
accumulated a considerable amount 
of delinquent tax es against the prop­ 
erty , lots 12 and 13, block 59 , on 
the corner of 10th Street and Union 
Avenue, across the street north of 
the Pioneer Gin. The City govern­ 
ment joined in the project by re­ 
mitting its part of the tax claim of 
about $600; the School Board al­ 
lowed half of its amount of the tax ­ 
es due, or one-half of about $432, 
to be remitted; and the State and 
County were paid 
in 
cash about 
$247 . The City and School made the 
cut because the property was to be 
used for a community public pur­ 
pose. So the title is now complete 
in the name of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Hamlin. 
Inspection revealed the fact that 
a good sized bath house has been 
provided, with a shower each for 
men and women, w’ith hot and cold 
water, two toilets, and ample room 
for waiting or resting. (These rooms 
should be fitted with at least two 
benches each.) Electric light fix tures 
are up for the whole y ard, and all 
rooms, and the shed-tabernacle will 
accomodate at least fivfe autos and 
provide a shelter for camp cooking. 
Another building is to be fitted for 
other uses, perhaps for ill ones, or 
a place for small children or old 
persons. (We suggest that the two 
old, 
ex isting 
out-door 
closets 
be 
torn down as a sanitary measure; 
also that a further clean-up of the 
grounds 
be 
made.)

This 
y oung fellow grew up right in the 
block with the Editor; we feel like 
he is almost one of the family , and 
all these y ears, we have watched him 
grow to be a real, fine man, with a 
winning personality and a dogged 
determination to do well any thing 
he starts off on.

The Blight of Am erica’s Nu mber One Vice— 


Profanity 


Today blasp hemy ap p ears to be the most fashionable v ice in 
America. Men, women and children u tter the names of sacred be­ 
ings and things with demon-lik e attitu des, and p ronou nce, inten­ 
tionally or p arrot-lik e, cu rsings u p on them. 
Nor is the p ractice 
limited to the u nholy p laces and slu ms of cities— it is as p rominent 
in that which shou ld be the higher p lane of liv ing. Women, ev en 
in the most elev ated p laces, u se p rofanity ; and ev en children, fol­ 
lowing in the footstep s of p arents and associates, seem to hav e a 
good cu rsing v ocabu lary . And we call ou rselv es a Christian nation! 


Swearing is a p ecu liar engagement. 
Its langu age is not in 
the dictionary . Its darts are aimed at God; bu t it dots its chief 
harm to the one who engages in it and to those who are forced to 
listen to it. 
(You wou ld think one wou ld be safe from su ch lan­ 
gu age in the chu rch bu ilding bu t from the fou l langu age that has 
been u sed by those only this week who h iv e walk ed by the op en 
window' of my stu dy , I su p p ose that today there is no p lace wh re 
the words of the fou l mou thed can not go!) 
The one who listens 
to it is either hu rt by the sou nd of it, or, becau se there is so mu ch 
of it, he learns to p u t u p with it, or, after so long he learns to 
conndone it and to think nothing of it. Thu s consicience is seared 
and the damage is done. One often wonders ju st what effect the 
habit of p rofanity has u p on those who indu lge in it. Su rely it has 
nev er help ed any one. If u gly words are said withou t thou ght, what 
is the p rofit? If sp ok en p u rp osely , where is the benefit? If p rofan­ 
ity forms a p art of one’s v ocabu lary for the p u rp ose »f emp hasis, 
he needs better words to ex p ress his ideas. If he u ses p rofanity 
against p eop le to wreak ou t hatred against them, no man in his 
sane moments wou ld giv e his action mu ch credit. If he sp eak s ou t 
his cu rse words against lifeless things, he is silly as an imbecile 
who tears his shirt becau se his shoe came u ntied. If he sp eak s in a 
fit of temp er, he is damaged by his ou tbu rst and his friends w'jll 
lose resp ect for him. Profanity is fashionable then, only to those 
who p rofane; and ev en when they think right, they see the foolish­ 
ness of it. 


Of cou rse, p rofanity v iolates the teaching of God. “Neither 
shalt thou p rofane the name of thy God. ’ (Lev . 18 :21) “And they 
shall not p rofane the holy things/’ (Lev . 22:15) 
Pau l u rges Tim­ 
othy to “shu n p rofane and v ain babblings.” And the cu rser shou ld 
read the descrip tion of those “whose mou th is fu ll of cu rsing” in 
Romans 3:10-18 . Moses said, “Whoso cu rseth father or mother, let 
him die the death.” (Mark 7 :1(1) 
And Jesu s tau ght, “Swear not 
at all.” ( Matt. 5:34 ), and he who swears shou ld read carefu lly 
Matt. 23:18 -22. 
And if the cu rser is interested at all as to his 
final abode he wou ld do well to read Matt. 12:30. 
It is ou t of 
harmony with God’s will bo p rofane, to cu rse and to swear. 


“ Bu t,” some one say s, “ I ju st cannot k eep from cu rsing when 
things go wrong.” How Is it, my friend, that there are times when 
y ou can k eep from cu rsing— when ladies are p resent or when y ou r 
emp loy er may be look ing on— if y ou “ju st cannot k eep from cu rs­ 
ing” ? If it is wrong to cu rse before ladies, it is also before gentle­ 
men. When a man starts to u se p rofanity and then stop s to ask , 
“Are there any ladies p resent?” y ou may be assu red that he k nows 
cu rsing is wrong and u nwise. He p refers to be u gly , bu t his better 
ju dgment can control the situ ation. 


And here is another thing: Why not he who think s there is 
i-ome help in p rofanity learn the words in another langu age— a for­ 
eign langu age which we cannot u nderstand? 
If it is help fu l to 
him, he wou ld deriv e as mu ch benefit from an u nk nown tongu e. 
Su rely he does not cu rse for the benefit of his hearers! Alas, there 
is the “ru b” ! Tak e his au dience away and there will be less cu rsing. 


Profanity is a low v ice. He who indu lges is not a gentleman. 
Tak ing God’s name in v ain betray s an u gly natu re and a bru tal 
will. Profanity is a foolish v ice. It adds no grace to sp eeches nor 
emp hasis to contentions. 
There Is no ap p eal in a story smeared 
with cu rsing. An op inion is no better with blasp hemy . If we can 
in no other way giv e v ent to p assion, it is better to rep ress it. Pro­ 
fanity is a v ice of ingratitu de. He who rep ay s k indness with con­ 
temp t is among the worst; he who p rofanes a friend and bene­ 
factor is wick ed. Yet that is ju st what the cu rser does— he p ro­ 
fanes ou r God and Father, ou r best friend and ou r greatest bene­ 
factor. How can one, whose blood wou ld boil if his earthly father 
were abu sed, scorned, condemned, p rofaned, heap the same p ro­ 
fanity u p on the God of u s all? Hear, p rofaners, whose name is it 
that y ou u se with su ch wick edness? Heav en and earth bow before 
him! Angels worship him! He made the earth! 
He is p rep aring 
the heav ens! He gav e life! He sav es from death! He watches ov er 
all! He has nev er lost faith in hu manity ! He ev er lov es ev en the 
sinner! 
He is almighty , omniscient, and omnip otent! He is lov e,

Here is a delightful home for 
a u b u r b a n living designed by 
architect Bruce Berry for builder 
Cord B. Wilson, Oklahoma City. 
The front, facing south, cap­ 
tures the warm winter sun. Low 
on the horizon, the sun’s rays 
flood through the large double- 
glass exposure, helping to heat 
the house, and reduce fuel costs. 
In the summer, when the sun is 
high, the overhanging roof acts 
as an awning, protecting the in­ 
terior from the sun’s hot, direct 


Careful ai rangement of the fur­ 
niture in the spacious living room 
divides it into two visiting areas. 
A cozy corner is formed by a 
davenport and comfortable chairs 
near the wide-hearthed fireplace. 
At the other end of the room, a 
semi-circle arrangement of chairs 
and t a b l e s forms a congenial 
grouping for conversation and re­ 
freshments. 
The L-shaped, step-saving kitch­ 
en with its large, unbroken areas

Odd Pets Are ‘On Duty’ W ith 
Masters at Catposts 
On the Pacific. 


WASHINGTON. — Siwash, 
tht 
swashbuckling, legendary duck of 
Bloody Tarawa, 
probably is 
the 
most famous. But throughout the 
vast reaches of the Pacific war 
zones, in all the far flung areas of 
the global conflict where United 
States 
marines 
are serving 
and 
fighting, the lesser - known marine 
mascots are “on duty’’ with their 
masters, reports Sgt. Bill Ross, a 
marine corps combat correspondent. 
Paradoxically, Uncle Sam’s m a­ 
rines—famed as the world’s finest 
and fiercest fighters — have more 
than their share of the “motherly” 
instinct when it comes to pets. 
A communications unit of the bat­ 
tle-tested Second marine division felt 
it lost one of its most important 
members 
when 
“ Major Joe,” 
a 
black cocker-spaniel, was lost in 
action at Saipan. 
When last seen, Joe was heading 
for the front—looking for action just 
as he did at Tarawa. The belliger­ 
ent pup was owned by Cpl. Laddie 
R. Stansbury of Lake Charles, La., 
but he “ belonged” to the entire unit. 
In the savage invasion of Tarawa, 
Joe won a signal victory—in open 
paw-to-paw combat—over a Jap dog 
on the beach. 
Mascots Away Back. 
Later he broke into a stockade 
containing a few of the handful of 
Jap prisoners taken on the island. 
He had a m erry time chasing the 
frightened, beaten enemy around in 
circles, barking at their heels. 
“He was just a pooch—but we 
kinda loved him . . . wash he were 
back,” said a tough sergeant of Cor­ 
poral Stansbury’s outfit. 
The case of Major Joe is but one 
of many. 
Marines 
undoubtedly 
have 
had 
pets and mascots since that Novem­ 
ber 10, 1775, when at Tun Tavern 
in Philadelphia the corps was born. 
But today, 
more than ever 
be­ 
fore, you’ll find mascots wherever 
you find marines. 
A Leatherneck garrison at a South 
American lend-lease base had an 
eagle, 
claimed 
to 
be 
the 
most 
“ ferocious mascot of any military 
unit in the world” . . . one outfit 
recently arrived in the South Pacific 
has a lion cub purchased from a 
zoo in Los Angeles . . . Queenie, the 
swine empress of Guadalcanal, is 
world-famed as the pet pig of a m a­ 
rine unit there. 
Mascots are treated as full-fledged 
m em bers of the units which adopt 
them. The pets are given rank, have 
service record books and uniforms, 
are promoted or “ busted” as their 
duty record warrants. 
Mascots in 
war zones—as in the case of Major 
Joe — frequently 
are 
wounded 
or killed, receive shell shock, are 
casualties just as their hurrftm com* 
radesin-arma.

Paradoxically, Uncle Sam’s m a­ 
rines—famed as the world’s finest 
and fiercest fighters — have more 
than their share of the “ motherly” 
instinct when it comes to pets. 
A communications unit of the bat­ 
tle-tested Second marine division felt 
it lost one of its most important 
m embers 
when 
“ Major Joe,” 
a 
black cock er-spaniel, was lost in 
action at Saipan. 
When last seen, Joe was heading 
for the front—look ing for action just 
as he did at Tarawa. The belliger­ 
ent pup was owned by Cpl. Laddie 
R. Stansbury of Lak e Charles, La., 
but he “ belonged” to the entire unit. 
In the savage invasion of Tarawa, 
Joe won a signal victory—in open 
paw-to-paw combat—over a Jap dog 
on the beach. 
Mascots Away Back . 
Later he brok e into a stock ade 
containing a few of the handful of 
Jap prisoners tak en on the island. 
He had a m erry time chasing the 
frightened, beaten enemy around in 
circles, bark ing at their heels. 
“He was just a pooch—but we 
k inda loved him . . . wish he wrere 
back ,” said a tough sergeant of Cor­ 
poral Stansbur>’s outfit. 
The case of Major Joe is but one 
of many. 
Marines 
undoubtedly 
have 
had 
pets and mascots since that Novem­ 
ber 10, 1775, when at Tun Tavern 
in Philadelphia the corps was born. 
But today, 
more than ever 
be­ 
fore, you’ll find mascots wherever 
you find marines. 
A Leatherneck garrison at a South 
American lend-lease base had an 
eagle, 
claimed 
to 
be 
the 
most 
“ferocious mascot of any military 
unit in the world” . . . one outfit 
recently arrived in the South Pacific 
has a lion cub purchased from a 
zoo in Los Angeles . . . Queenie, the 
swine empress of Guadalcanal, is 
world-famed as the pet pig of a m a­ 
rine unit there. 
Mascots are treated as full-fledged 
m em bers of the units which adopt 
them. The pets are given rank , have 
service record book s and uniforms, 
are promoted or “ busted” as their 
duty record warrants. 
Mascots in 
war zones—as in the case of Major 
Joe — frequently 
are 
wounded 
or k illed, receive shell shock , are 
casualties just as their hurrtan 
co m- 
rades-in-arm» .
